a lecture ou “The Salvation of Our 
Trees,” and in going from Tyrone to 
Phillipsburg it nearly made the heart 
sick. 
The beautiful hills on that part 
of the Allegheny 
mountains 
were en­ 
tirely stripped of trees, aud 
even the 
young growth, six inches iii diameter, 
had been cut away to be used as “min­ 
ing props.” 
The coal mines are near­ 
ly exhausted, and tunny people told me 
they would not live on the lands just 
for paying the taxes, for they would 
starve to death.

hills forty years ago were growing the 
most magnificent specimens of pines, 
hemlock aud oilier conifers.
